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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. No basis is present in the specification or original 
claims or drawing for "the supply container being unpressurized". Cancelation of the 
new matter is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 10-11, 15 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Granger (of record). 

Nylon blade 61 which fares cylinder 14 has a radius surface 62 the same as the 
radius of the cylinder14. See col. 4, lines 28-30. This reads on claims 1 1 and 19. 
Blade 61 splits the ink, i.e. removes some of it. 

Regarding clam 1 0 which calls for an umpressurized supply container, pan or 
tray 36 is umpressurized as it has an outlet pipe 41 used when the press is in operation. 
See col. 4, lines 4-10. What applicant means by unpressurized is not set forth in the 
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specification. Inking cylinder 14 is rotated at the same speed as the printing cylinder 16 
as called for in claim 1 1 . See col. 4, lines 65-68. Figure 4 shows a splitting ink film 
edge just above the inking fins 63. See col. 4 lines 31-36. This reads on the splitting 
edge of claims 10, 11 and 15. 

Claim 15 calls for the metering element to be movable. Screws 67 permit blade 
61 to be adjusted. See col. 4, lines 48-51. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Claims 1-9, 12-14, 16-18 and 20 stand allowed. 

A shortened statutory period of 3 months is set to respond. 
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
